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THE ARAB CALIPHATE 


The united forces of Arab 
races, in the thirties of the 
VII century, taking advantage 
of the weakness of the Sassan- 
ians of Iran and Byzantine Em- 
pire, within a few decades with 
continuous. invasions, estab- 
lished their domination over the 
Near and “iddle East as well as 
the African countries of the Medi- 
terranean ‘ea and most of Spain. 
During the initial period of the 
invasion, the “rab forces were 
heaced by the successors of the 
prophet *‘Iuhammad, who repre- 
sented the interests of medieval 
nobility in command of armed 
forces. 

Literally, the word "caliph" 
means he who succeeds the proph- 
et, that is, Muhammad. During the 
reign of the first four so called 
orthodox caliphs, Abu Bakr (632- 
634), Umar (634-644), Othman 
(444-656), and Ali (656-661), 
and the reign of the fourteen 
Umayyad caliphs succeeding them 
(661-750), the leaders of Arab 
medieval nobility in command of 
armed forces, lead by Muhammadan 
ideology, created their despotism 
by fire and sword. The borders 
of the occupied territory were 
spread from the northern side of 
India tO the Pyrenees mountains. 
This huge empire included Pales- 
tine, Assyria, Iraq, Egypt, Al- 
geria, Tunisia, Morocco, Persia, 
Middle Asia, Armenia, Caucasian 
Albania, Iberia, near Caspian 
districts as well as Sicily, 
Sardinia, Malta, Crete, 

Cyprus, and almost all of 
Spain. The population of con- 
quered countries was oppressed 
not only with heavy taxes but 
also with slavery. The markets 
of 4rab domination were flooded 
with young human slaves. However, 
the oppressed peoples were wil- 
ling to struggle for their free- 
dom. Already in 750 the Arab

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Caliphate was divided into two 
sections: Eastern and Western, 
The Abbasids occupied the rule 
in the East. The capital was 
transformed from Damascus to 
Baghdad. The Umayyads withdrew 
from the arena of political 
struggle, settled in Spain, 
where (in Cordoba) they estab- 
lished their caliphate, inde- 
pendent of the East (756-1031). 
The struggle of numerous and . 
multilingual peoples lived a 
new uplift in IX-X centuries. 
Several countries shook the Ab- 
basid yoke and founded their 
own government. 

The Idrisids were established 
in Morocco (788-985), the Agh- 
labids in Algeria and Tunisia 
(800-909), Tahirids in Khorasan 
(821-873), Tulunids in Egypt 
(868-905), Saffarids (867-908) 
and Samanids (875-999) in Iran 
Bagratids in Armenia (862-1045), 
etc. Due to the pressures of the 
growing strength of the feudal 
governments, the despotism of Ab- 
basid caliphs in X century was 
limited to Iraq. The Buwayhid 


forces in 945 occupied Baghdad, the 


capital of Abbasids, and dimin- 
ished the earthly rule of the 
Abbasids, restricting them only 
to the role of religious leader- 
ship of Muhammadanism. Later, the 
caliphs were transformed into 
complaisant beings-to the Seljuq 
sultans. Eventually in 1258, with 
the order of Mongol Hulagu Khan, 


the last Abbasid caliph was killed 


in Baghdad. 


THE MONETARY SERIES OF 
ARAB CALIPHATE 


During the early period when 


the caliphate was founded the Arabs 


did not have their own monetary 
series. The Byzantine and Sassan- 
ian coins, issued in the past, 
were accepted for internal and 
external trade.

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In the second half of the VII 
century the Arabs started issuing 
silver and copper coins copied 
from Sassanian and Byzantine 
coins with Arabic inscription.’ 
Accordingly, the Arab coins ._ 
copied from the Sassanian coins 
were issued mostly in Iran and 
the coins similar to the Byzantine 
coins, in the commercial cities 
of Syria-Palestine. 

But the development of pro- 
ductive forces’ within the coun- 
tries of the caliphate demanded 
the elimination of localized 
monetary characteristics and 
variable iconography, and crea- 
tion of a uniform monetary series 
for the whole Arab domination. ~ 
This ' '. happened with the spe- 
cial monetary reform of Umayyad 
Caliph Abd al-Malik in 77 A.H. 
(696-697 A.D.). The: issuance of 
gold, silver, and copper coins 
was. assigned at the same time 
to major economic and polit- 
ical centers of the countries 
of the Arab Caliphate. The gold 
coin was called dinar and issued 
in 4.25 gm. The silver coin was 
called dirham, considered as the 
basic denomination of the monetary 
series, and issued in 3 gm. The 
copper coin was called fals and 
issued for local markets. In com- 
parison with the past, the coins 
of the caliphate did not display 
figures. Arabic quotations from 
Koran representing the beliefs 
of Muhammadan creed, were struck 
on the coins. Beside religious 
and dogmatic slogans the date of 
the issue (according to Hegira) 
and the name of the mint were 
inscribed on the coin. During 
the domination of Umayyads the 
names of the rulers were not 
mentioned; but later, during the 
reign of Abbasid caliphs, their 
viceroys, occasionally the names 
of local amirs, and their titles 
were inscribed on the coins.

ON THE SELJUQS AND THEIR COINS 


The Seljuq tribes, who had 
Turkic origin, were spread from 
the Caspian and Aral Seas toward 
the steppes in the North. At the end 
of X century they already had 
created their own monarchy and 
accepted Muhammadanism. Subse- 
quently, the marauding Seljuq 
armies had occupied Khwarizm 
and penetrated into the districts 
of Syr-Darya and Amu-Darya. In 
the middle of XI century the no- 
mad and shepherd Seljuqs had 
improved their advance toward the 
West after defeating several coun- 
tries, which were weakened due 
to internal conflicts. The armies 
of Toghrul had occupied Baghdad 
in 1055 and had put an end to the 
reign of the Buwayhids. The Seljuqs 
had branched and spread from 
Middle Asia Minor at the end of 
the XI century. 

On this huge geographical area, 
extending from Afghanistan to 
the Arabian peninsula ami Byzan- 
tium, Armenians, Georgians, As- 
syrians, Greeks, Kurds, and other 
people, for around 200 years, in the 
XI-XII centuries, were fallen under 
the yoke of the conquering Sel- 
juqs. 

Numerous Seljuq coins are pre- 
served which consist of mostly 
gold and copper denominations. 
Silver coins practically were nat 
issued since the-silver metal was 
very expensive in Seljuq domina- 
tion (XI-XII centuries). A unique 
crisis was in process. Silver 
objects and coins were scarce.

sultans were inscribed on the 
gold and copper coins as well as 
quotations in the Arabic form of 
Mohammadan (Sunnite) religion. 
The coins were struck in Merv, 
Balkh, Herat, Bukhara, Rayy, 
Hamadan, Isbahan, Naisabur, Bagr 
dad, Basra, Ahwaz, and other 
commercial cities. The Seljuq rule 
was divided into a few dominations. The 
rule of the founders of the Sel juqs 
or the great. Seljuqs was spread 
over Iraq and Iran (1038-1194). 
The second branch of Seljuq dom- 
ination was esteblished in Syria 
(1078-1117), and the third in 
Kirman (1041-1186). The command 
of the armed forces was reserved 
for the Turkman begs. The Persian 
feudal lords also played an ac- 
tive role in the government. The 
Seljuq rule had been more lasting 
in Asia “inor (1077-1307), where 
they had waged wars against the 
Byzantine Empire, the kingdom of 
Cilician Armenia, the crusader 
knights of Edessa, and also 
Danishmendids (Sivas, Malatia) 
and Comnenus (Drabizond). Till 
1243 the Seljuqs of Asia Minor 
or the Seljuqs of Rum, as they 
were called frequently, had 
waged wars as independent sov- 
ereigns. Subsequently, they. 
became the subjects of *“ongols. 
It is noteworthy that in XIII 
century the silver crisis had 
disappeared from Asia Minor and 
the Seljuq government of Rum was 
involved in trade with the city 
governments of Italy. Numerous 
specimens’ of silver coins struck 
in Sivas (Sebastia), Caesarea, 
and Konya are preserved and | 
displayed in the museums.

EXHIBITION OF NUMISMATIC WITNESSES 


(Summary) 


The first exhibit of ancient 
coins and medals in the State 
Museum of Armenian ™istory is 
unveiled. The material for this 
exhibit has been donated by the 
Armenians abroad. 

The gifts have very wide range. 
In fact, the range varies so 
much that it took more than 
one-thousand representative 
specimens to present the history 
of numismatics from the ancient 
days to the modern period. 

The exhibit begins with a sil- 
ver coin struck in Aeginia (VII 
century B.C.) which displays a 
turtle. Here is also a coin 
from Athens (V century B.C.) 
where the reverse presents an 
owl, the symbol of the city. 
Additionally, the ancient Greek 
coins of Syrecuse, Carthage, and 
Macedonia are displayed. The 
coins of Alexander the Greet, 
Lysimachus, Ptolemy I, and 
others are points of interest. 

The Roman Republican and Im- 
perial coin gesptay is very 
rich. The coin of Yulius Caesar 
is presented as well as the 
coins of Augustus, Nero, Trajan, 
Vespasian, Domitian, Hadrian, 
etc. 

Parthia, one of the strongest 
countries of the East, is rep- 
resented starting with Mithri- 
dates I (171-138 B.c.). The 
coins of the Sassanian dynasty 
are reflected with Shapur I, 
Yazdgard I, Varhran V, Xusro I, 
and with the silver coins of 
others (III-VI centuries A.U.). 

Dr. Paul Z. Bedoukian started 
sending coin collections and 
commemorative medals to the 
museum in 1965. The total number 
of his donations has passed 
one-thousand. He has sent Cili- 
cian Armenian coins and Roman, 
Parthian, Byzantine gold, sil- 
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ver, and copper coins relating 
to Armenia. In the past decade 
he has sent also Armenian med- 
als struck in the United States 
of America. Paul Z. Bedoukian 
not only is a collector but 
also is a scholar who has 
Studied and researched Armenian 
coins. He has authored mono- 
gréphs and numerous scientific 
articles dedicated to the study 
of Armenian numismatics. The 
third editicon of his book on 
this subject treats more than 
fourteen-thousand specimens, 
which are preserved in the mu- 
seums and private collections. 
Most of the coins of Cilician 
Armenian kings are displayed 
at the exhibition. Special 
points of interest are the 
coronation trams of Sing levon 
I, as well as the silver coins 
of Hetourm-4abel, Oshin, Gosdar 
tin the Usurper, Levon IV, and 
others. ; 
he kingdom of 4rtaxiads was 

founded in Armenia two hundred 
years before Christ. This gov- 
ernment survived around two 
centuries. The tetradrachms of 
Tigranes the Greet, struck in 
the mints of Antioch and Damas- 
cus, are displayed. The coins 
have been donated by the Gala- 
djian family, G. Mazlumian 
(Aleppo), and T. Mousheghian 
(U.S.A.). A unique feature of 
attrection is the bronze coin 
of Xerxes (190-170 B.C.), the 
Armenian king of Sophene. Few 
specimens are kept from this 
coin. Therefore, the donation 
of this coin by Parandzem and 
Gegham Galadjian remains a 
very importent acquisition to 
the numismatic collection of 
the museum. 

The die of the tram of Levon 
I of Cilician Armenia, donated 


bs 


by Nvard Kapamadjian, opens a 
new horizon and exceptional op- 
portunity for the scientific 
study of the coins of Cilician 
Armenia. 

In 1935 P. Fenerian (U.S.A.) 
donated a small collection to 
the museum. His Cilician Armen- 
ian coin was the first gift 
received from abroad. Brothers 
Haik and Torgom Ghazarossian 
agonated more than five-thousard 
ancient and medieval coins and 
seals to the museum. Most of 
the collection consists of 
Eastern coins. On the obverse, 
passages from Koran are in- 
scribed and on the reverse, the 
name of the caliph, mint, date, 
etc. In separate sections the 
coins of Umayyads, Abbasids, 
Seljugids, Hulagus are given. 

The commemorative medals are 
not only monumentsof history 
but art as well. For more than 
150 years the Mekhitarist con- 
gregation has been issuing 
medals. Here the medals dedi-~ 
cated to “ekhitar of Sebast and 
Ghewond Alishan as well as the 
medals of Mourad-Rafaelian and 
Sanasarian college are exhibited 

A few medals were issued in 
the United States of America 
under the sponsorship of Paul 
Z. Bedoukian. They are dedicated 
to the centennial of Komitas, 


the consecration of St. Vardan 
Cathedral, and the 75th anni- 

versary of Armenian church in 

America. 

E. Kederian (Paris) has sent 
the medal of General Vardan_ 
Mamikonian. Napoleon Belekian 
(France) has donated a collec- 
tion {more than 900) of French 
silver medals. 

Armenak Poladian, Berj Gara- 
betian, Kh. Davidson, V. Abulian, 
Matheos and Vanuhi Arabian, 
Andranik Aivazian, O. Sultanian, 
Misek Jevahirjian, and many 
others, more than 130, from 
twenty countries, have donated 
close to seventeen-thoussnd 
coins, medals, and seals. Today 
&@ small part of what they sent 
is displayed which presents the 
history of numismatics.

‘Medals dedicated to the Armenians of Poland are discussed. The 
medal dedicated to Armenian descent Jgnacy Lukasiewicz was created 
in 1877, which was issued to observe the 25th anniversary of his 
achievements in the petroleum industry. A medal was issued in 

honor of the authors of "Khorel hymn ‘ornel Ujejski and Josef 
Nikorowicz in 1893. Composer Nikorowicz was of Armenian descent and 
born in Lvov. The above mentioned song that he composed became the 
patriotic hymn of the progressive section of Polish people in the 
XIX century.

4is dominion was extended over some 
of the cities of Cilicia, some districts of Mosopotamia and Assyria. 
The government that Philaretos had established was destroyed in the 
eighties of the eleventh century. Based on the inscriptions of the 
seals it is possible to conclude that the following were his "cursus 
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honorum": 1. Protospatherios, consul and topotirites to Cappadocia 
2. Magistrate and duke 3. Curapalatus and duke of Antioch, Curapalatus 
and duke 4.

Ali ibn Musa Lashqari II (425-440 A.H.) and Abbasid al-Qaim Bsamr
